A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-38, 46-67, 75-112 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Forrester et al (US 2004/0198449) or Boesch et al (US 2002/01 1 1 171). 

Forrester et al teach a Global Positioning System almanac with a partial almanac 
collection system, a signal-bearing medium having software for collecting a Global 
Positioning System almanac, and a method for collecting a Global Positioning System 
almanac with a partial almanac collection system including receiving (paragraph 0049) a 
request for a GPS almanac download from a call processor 122, and receiving (fig. 2) 
the GPS almanac in a piecewise process at the PACS. 

Forrester et al further teach a partial almanac collection system for collecting a 
Global Positioning System almanac, a signal-bearing medium having software for 
collecting a Global Positioning System almanac, and a method for collecting a Global 
Positioning System almanac with a partial almanac collection system including receiving 
(paragraph 0049) a request from a call processor 122 to perform a piecewise almanac 
download with the PACS, and downloading (par. 0049; fig. 1-7) the almanac in a 
piecewise process. 
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Boesch et al teach a Global Positioning System almanac with a partial almanac 
collection system, a signal-bearing medium having software for collecting a Global 
Positioning System almanac, and a method for collecting a Global Positioning System 
almanac with a partial almanac collection system including receiving (abstract; fig. 1-6) 
a request for a GPS almanac download from a call processor 20, and receiving 22 the 
GPS almanac in a piecewise process at the PACS. 

Boesch et al further teach a partial almanac collection system for collecting a 
Global Positioning System almanac, a signal-bearing medium having software for 
collecting a Global Positioning System almanac, and a method for collecting a Global 
Positioning System almanac with a partial almanac collection system including receiving 
(abstract; fig. 1-6) a request from a call processor 20 to perform a piecewise almanac 
download with the PACS, and downloading (fig. 3-5) the almanac in a piecewise 
process.
